t's hardly a scientific measure of a 

political leader’s popularity but in 
the same way police might show a 
shaken crime victim photographs of 
suspects, SEE took to the streets 
with a photo lineup of people who 
want to rule the province. The 
results were predictable. Almost 
everyone knows who Ralph Klein is, 
some people recognized photos of 
New Democratic leader Pam Barrett 
and Liberal leader Grant Mitchell. 
Almost no one recognized Social 
Credit leader Randy Thorsteinson. 
One man saw a resemblance to for- 
mer prime minister Joe Clark. As an 
exercise in facial recognition and in 
the marketing of a candidate, the 
experiment was enlightening. 

First off, simply getting your 
hands on photos of party leaders 
can be trying and probably says 
something about a party. The 
Liberals said we might have to 
return Mitchell’s picture. Social 
Credit campaign co-ordinator Jim 
Hinton might be good at getting 
candidates from one debate to 
another but he lacks the tools to 
have a photograph of his party 
leader sent up from Calgary or Red 
Deer within five days. 

“He should be able to do that,” 
said Ted Kouri, who’s studying 
international business at the 
University of Alberta. 

“It reflects badly on the candi- 
date,” said Da Li, a classmate. 

The two had trouble recognizing 
a photo of Thorsteinson. 

“They're still alive?” Kouri asked 
of the floundering Socreds. Kouri 
guessed, incorrectly, that he was 
looking at a photo of Premier 
Klein’s barber Mike Nasser, a for- 
mer Calgary Progressive Conserva- 
tive candidate who dropped out of 
the election when a list of civil 
court actions filed against him was 
made public. 

“What’s his name?” Kouri asked. 
It was on the tip of his tongue. 

“Is it Ray or Scott or some-

name Thorsteinson was an indica- 
tor that “he’s in trouble.” 

The two wondered if size had 
anything to do with the party’s 
chances of success — Klein’s 
office sent us an 8-1/2 x 11 glossy 
color photo, the Liberals gave us a 
5 x 7 color shot of Mitchell; the 
NDs sent a lovely 5 x 4 color por- 
trait of Barrett. The portrait was 
shot by renowned photographer 
Con Boland. 

Photographer John Ulan printed 
up a black-and-white 5 x 7 shot of 
Thorsteinson after “liberating” a 
negative during a covert operation.

have been surprised if that was the 
photo the Socreds sent you.” 

One-respondent suggested the 
Socreds had politely refused to 
send us a picture; that strategy, not 
incompetence, was at work. 

“If these guys were smart they'd 
just stay outta sight and just hope 
people vote for them” said Gary, 
who declined to give his last name. 

Thorsteinson’s pose, with one

Louis Muhlstock: Urban 
Artist 

Edmonton Art Gallery 

Runs to March 23 





here is something both intimate 
and withdrawn about the paint- 
ings and sketches of Montreal artist 
Louis Muhlstock. His paintings of 
rooms are empty of human life and 
in disrepair. His sketches of nudes 
show the eyes averted and the bod- 
ies prone. The work suggests some- 
one who was deeply moved by his 
subjects, someone who cared deeply 
~ about the human condition. 

There’s a solitude to the images, 
so much so that there’s a sense of 
isolation. Muhlistock, now 92, still 
goes to his studio everyday to 
paint. His work, as exhibited at the 
BAG, reads like a retrospective of 
our century. The current exhibit 
includes 60 paintings and draw- 
ings completed over several 
decades. He must have been a 
bold young man, little concerned 
with the conventions of his time. 


Louis Muhlstock’s images are 
filled with emotion. 

Laborers, the destitute and elderly: 
these were some of his subjects. 
He treated them with unerring 
care and respect. 

Muhlstock was born in 1904 in 
the Austro-Hungarian province of 
Galicia, a region that became part 
of Poland after the Second World 
War. He and his extended family 
came to Québec in 1911. He 
received his high school diploma 
and, by day, worked as an accoun- 
tant. By night, he studied art. 





In his mid-20s he went to Paris 
where he studied with the well 
known artist Louis-Francois Biloul 
for three years, returning to Mon 
treal after his mother fell ill. It was 
1931 and the times were extremely 
tough. Because of the Depression, 
Muhlstock had almost no money 
for materials. He turned to wrap- 
ping paper for his drawings and 
bleached sugar sacks for canvas 
These were the years when he 
documented the unemployed and 
destitute. It was not uncommon 
for his sitters to receive a meal as 
payment. 

By the late 1930s, Muhlstock 
had begun to receive recognition 
within the Montreal art communi- 
ty. His figurative paintings and 
sketches were exhibited in group 
shows and had solo exhibitions 
But many believe he was underrat- 
ed in his earlier years. Those who 
know him say he has had little 
interest in -isms. As a painter, he is 
interested in form. It happens that 
his outlook on life is that of the 
humanist. Muhistock was a found- 
ing member of the Contemporary 
Arts Society in 1939. The society 
was formed as a counter move-

ment to the nationalist landscape 
school of the Group of Seven. Like 
Muhstock, the artists who joined 
the society wanted to document 
the lives of Canadians. And not all 
of it was scenic. 

Muhlstock’s documentation of 
workers who contributed to the 
war effort give these men and 
women a dignity and grace 
There’s something superhuman 
about the physical dimension he’s 
given them. Their hands are slight- 
ly oversized and their posture 
almost classical, suggesting the 
workers are not bowed by their 
labors. Rather, they take strength 
from it. 

The most moving of his pictures 
are those which show people in 
duress. One 1937 sketch of a psy- 
chiatric patient, her eyes staring 
and face pinched with pain, was 
described by critics of the time as 
“savagely neurotic realism.” Over 
the past few decades, Muhlstock’s 
work has risen in prominence. In 
1991 he became an Officer of the 
Order of Canada and his works are 
now included in the permanent 
collections of the country’s major 
museums and art galleries. & 


Painter's Big Circus liberates freakishness

teven Mack’s recent exhibition of 

paintings, titled Big Circus, pre- 
sents a fragmented narrative of a 
theme popular to late 19th mod- 
ernists. Big Circus is an assemblage 
of what Mack calls “Arbus freaks.” 
But unlike the alien and alienating 
photo-freaks Diane Arbus document- 
ed during the 1960s and ’70s, Big 
Circus freakishness in a 
manner that dissolves categories of 
ey into the het- 





erogeneity of the human. 

Big Circus isn’t an exhibition, 
it’s a performance. These pictures 
breathe with uncanny humanity. 

Mack describes himself as a for- 
malist whose primary concern is 
with fabricating an interesting and 
effective thing, but his pictures 
transcend thingness; they are a 
synthesis of “reason” and expres- 
sionistic “emotion.” In balance 
between reason and emotion, the 
humanity of the work is realized. 

While Mack works with an 
entourage of freaky characters 
repeated throughout the series, 
none of these regress to stereo- 
type. Each possess a distinct indi- 
vidual presence. And, while Mack 
claims to be working with an oper- 


atic and theatrical theme, for the 
most part these pictures are not 
theatrical, nor are they dramatic. 

They are somewhat starved and 
insubstantial, deferring any firm 
sense of solidity or certainty. 
Mack's figures possess a transpar- 
ent quality. This is partially on 
account of his open handling of 
paint, but more so in his manner of 
drawing, so sure and definite as to 
render what is inside the line 
(however broken) somehow less 
definite. Mack’s figures are both 
the same and other than their envi- 
ronment, that is, by turns painted 
in and out of it. 

Yet, while these are not solid, 
certain forms, they don’t waft into 
vaporous ephemerality. Rather,

their very nature charges them 
with emotional authenticity. 

In his larger works, Mack infus- 
es an allegorical element into the 
theme. In Circus Blue and Circus 
Pink the assemblage of characters 
and colors painted in a dynamic 
counterbalance presents a scene 
saturated with vividness and 
decay. The juggler, Mr: Lifto, and 
the trapeze artist share a space of 
oddly synthetic harmony. While 
Mack draws from tradition (early 
Picasso and Cezanne come to 
mind) his work resists kitschy par- 
ody so very tiresome by now 
Instead, he uses these resources to 
express his own vision. Big Circus 
should not be missed. The show 
runs until March 20. co

Laura Love is at the Polish Hall on 
Friday, March 7, Christine Lavin is at 
the City Media Club and the Sky- 
diggers play Dinwoodie March 8, Ian 
Tyson plays St. Albert’s Arden 
Theatre March 8 - 9, and Garnet 
Rogers — the subject at hand — 
starts the whole folk explosion at 
Bonnie Doon Hall (9240 - 93 St.) 
Thursday night. 

With Rogers, this is just what he 
does. Being a working Canuck 
folksinger, the only way to get his 
music out to the folks is to tour. 
Constantly. Sure, his eight-acre 
farm and spending time with his 
wife Gail are important, but so is 
his livelihood. 

The bottom line is Rogers likes 
it this way. Though others have

alking to Lorraine Klaasen is like 
listening to an inspirational tape. 

“Whatever you do in life, you 
must persevere,” she said from 
Montreal Monday. “Perseverance 
is a mighty weapon.” 

On the bill with reggae giants 
Inner Circle at the Winter Beat ‘97 
Carnival Party, March 1 at the 
Edmonton Convention Centre, 
Klaasen is an act worth going out 
of your way for, even if you think 
African music isn’t your bag. She 
performed recently at the 
Barbados Jazz Festival, alongside 
Roberta Flack, Al Jarreau and 
Patty Labelle, to name a few. 

“Who would have thought a little 
girl from the ghetto in Soweto 
would be on that stage holding her 
own?” she reflected. 

Klaasen is no stranger to the 
music world, having grown up in a 
family “where music and song and 
dance were part of the fabric.” She 
was heavily influenced by her 
mother, highly-regarded South

wanted to hear American pop. But 
she moved to Canada when she 
was 20, started to become home- 
sick, and the first music that had 
touched her life began to fit. “I 
understood the language,” she 
explained. 

This explains another reason 
why Klaasen is such a hot per- 
former. “Audience participation is 
essential,” she said. “I try to keep 
in mind people here don’t under- 
stand the language, so I keep them 
informed in other ways.” 

The lady speaks a truth and you 
have never seen such non-stop 
energy on stage. “I started my 
career when my daughter was five- 
ep TY but it was very limited. 
I'm turning 40 this year and I'm in 
the ak: alae womanhood. I feel

rairie Oyster graced an Edmon- 

ton stage only a few months 
ago, but that was for the taping of 
CBC TV's The Country Beat’s 200th 
anniversary show. March 3 they're 
at Cowboy’s (10102-180 St.) for a 
full concert, their first in Edmonton 
since releasing a fifth full-length 
album, Blue Plate Special. 

Expect to hear just about 
everything off the disc, said big 
bassist/vocalist Russell deCarle 
in an interview Tuesday. Though 
Blue Plate has been out in 
Canada for more than a year, it’s 
set to hit the American market in 
coming weeks and Prairie Oyster 





















he explained. Even though he 
never had any inclination to 
record a live album, for instance, 
because of the demand from the 
fans, he had Doug Long pick up his 
fiddle and the two recorded 
Summer Lightning a couple of 
years back. 

Now he’s got a new studio 
album, night drive. It’s a bit of a 
change, but it’s still identifiably 
Garnet Rogers. He seems to have 
rediscovered rock 'n’ roll and 
drummer Corey Thompson finally 
gets a chance to bash a few skins 
and be heard. (Funny, even though 
Thompson's worked with Rogers 
before, I don’t recall ever hearing 
much of his work. He’s all over At 
A High Window, but unlike night 
drive, you'd never notice.) 

Of special interest is the work of 
Junkhouse guitarist Dan Achen. 
Rogers first hooked up with Achen 
after a show, when he noticed this 
scruffy-looking character looking 
over some of his vintage equip- 
ment on stage. He was “going to go 
over and give the guy a slap” when 
Achen introduced himself. It turns 
out both are fans of older, pre- 
transistor amps and guitars, and 


is gearing up to hit American 
stages to support it. 

“We just signed to a new label 
out of New York called Vel Vel,” 
deCarle explained. It’s run by a 
former president of CBS Records, 
but it’s an independent with its 
own distribution. Until now, the 
band had been distributed in the 
States by American affiliates of 
BMG, which handles the 
Canadian side. But deCarle feels 
they never fully backed the band. 

“It seemed like the guy that 
signed us would get moved along 
and there wouldn't be the sup- 
port any more,” he said. “And 
those labels were all Nashville- 
oriented. (Vel Vel) — they know 
that our audience isn’t limited to 
country radio format.” 

That’s been the key to Prairie 
Oyster’s success. When New 
Country came along, the group 
kept playing innovative, roots-ori- 
ented country, with an emphasis 
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the two struck up a friendship. 

Actually, Rogers is pretty famil- 
iar with the Junkhouse gang. He 
remembers when a little chubby 
guy with “a Farrah Fawcett hair- 
cut” would show up at brother 
Stan and Garnet’s shows years 
ago. Tom Wilson's a little bigger 
but still a friend. 

One surprise on the new albun 
is Rogers’ reworking of the classi: 
Corrinna, Corrinna. He does th 
song occasionally during soun: 
checks because, as he says, “yo 
don’t want to play your show | 
fore the show.” A few heard hi 
playing his softer laid-back versi: 
and suggested he record it. 

It’s not surprising, though, th: 
more than a few Rogers tun 
have grown from the road. Gold: 
Fields and night drive are mosi 
obvious, but they're also a refle. 
tion of where he is in life. Becaus« 
as he says, he’s come to realiz: 
where he is on that road and real 
ize how far he’s come since th« 
passing of his brother and musica! 
partner Stan back in 1983. Now 
Garnet's travelling that same road 
with his own tunes this time, bu 
with that history still intact. ©

on songwriting and musicianship 

Now, deCarle sees the market 

opening up; Nashville’s New 
Country is beginning to get old 
and Americana and Triple-A 
radio formats, which play Prairie 
Oyster’s kind of music, are begin- 
ning to become more popular. 

“T suspect the New Country is a 
lot like the alternative (rock) 
thing was, where labels just go 
crazy and sign any act they can.” 
Some of those acts, he suggests, 
weren't worth signing. 

Five records into what has 
become a long career, it must be 
pretty obvious to BMG officials 
that Prairie Oyster was worth 
signing. And deCarle promises it 
will only get better. 

“I think (Blue Plate Special) is | 
the freshest (album) we've had. 
There’s still a really young spirit 
in the band.”

id you know Bob Marley was 

the subject of an assassination 
attempt in 1976? Well, I didn’t, until I 
saw Roger Steffens’ travelling show. 
Saturday at the Sidetrack, I learned a 
lot of things about Bob Marley and 
the Wailers I didn’t know. 

You see, Roger Steffens is the 
biggest Marley fan on the planet. 
Seriously. The Wailers told him he 
has the biggest Marley archive in 
the world. Well, someone’s gotta 
have it, right? That someone is on 
a six-week tour of Canada, the 
U.S. and Europe. 


Never-before seen video! 


Steffens has unreleased, ama- 
teur footage of African Marley 
concerts. He’s got amateur video 
footage of Marley washing his hair 
in a river. He’s got footage shot by 
Joe Shmo with a video camera. 
And he showed the Sidetrack a

caused the blurriness. Or maybe it 
was the '70s technology. 

In any case, it was cool. I mean, 
we saw Marley’s first network TV 
appearance, introduced by the 
obnoxious frontman of Manhattan 
Transfer. And apparently Steffens 
knows way more than other writ- 
ers of Marley-related material, 
because he kept saying they were 
wrong.

Unfortunately, he received little 
attention from the crowd. I was 
astonished at his patience, be- 
cause there were points at which I 
could barely hear him over the 
crowd's chatter. Near the end, he 
did say “If you can find it in your 
hearts to listen to at least one song 


In an interview later, Steffens 
said he’s been doing this ever 
since he first heard Marley 25 
years ago. He says reggae is a 
music you have to meet half way 
and that’s why he became so 
versed in Jamaican culture, reli- 
gion, and music. 

Steffens also writes liner notes 
for albums, co-produced a forth- 
coming 10-CD set of five years of 
the Wailers’ work, wrote a book 
called Bob Marley: Spirit Dancer, 
publishes long-running reggae 
magazine The Beat, and is co-writ- 
ing Bunny Wailer’s autobiography 
with Bunny, called Old Fire 
Sticks 


Touring with Steffens for the 
Western Canadian leg of the tour 
is Calgary's Strugglah.

Pavement Brighten the Corners 
(Matador/Capitol) 

Here’s your key to success: 
inanely string together some 
words with a few highly predict- 
able rhymes, find somebody who 
ean play off-beat jangly guitar, 
throw in a few rock riffs, and get 
somebody with some obvious abil- 
ity to hold back just a bit while 
they sing the lyrics. 

It’s not a mix you'd immediately 
think of, partly because it would 
be very difficult to achieve, but 
mostly because it doesn’t sound 
like it would lead to success. 
Unless you're Pavement. 

There are a couple of duds on 
Brighten the Corners, but most of 
the songs here keep listeners on 
edge, waiting for the next lyrical 
gem mixed among the garble and 
wary of being jolted by a sudden 
guitar assault. The final cut, fin, 
drags too much until the final 
quarter; others seem like they're 
going to do the same, but end up 
being the best tunes of all because 
of their unpredictability. 

Thankfully, the band has 
returned to its sense of humor. It 
suits them well.

Kevin Cook Happy Accident 
Cindependent) 

Kevin Cook’s found a groove 
and it won't let go. Cook, who per- 
forms at the possibly unlikely 
venue of the Catalyst Theatre 
space (8529 - 103 St.) Wednesday, 
March 5, has released a laid-back 
blues CD, recorded at Edmonton’s 
Monster Tracks studio with the 





likes of John Towill, Mike Lent, 
Jamie Kidd and Farley Scott. It 
could be the best locally-produced 
recording so far in this year. 

There’s no sparkling innovation 
here, but the musicianship is 
superb. Cook’s guitar sets the 
groove a lot of the time, with Gord 
Merrill’s yearning violin or man- 
dolin taking the lead on tunes like 
Head in the Clouds. 

You might even find yourself 
drifting off to visions of a New 
York club. But not for long — 
you'll never get the feel you're any- 
where but Alberta, with a tune like 
God's Country and its description 
of “travelling with an angel,” in an 
“old jalopy,” down the highway to 
“springtime in the Rockies.”

Have ya heard Live’s new single 


Lakini’s Juice? Isn’t that riff weird? 
Well, if ya like Live, but not that, 
don’t worry, cuz the rest of the 
album isn’t like that. If ya love that 
song as much as I do, don’t worry, 
cuz the rest of the album is awe- 
some too. 

On Secret Samadhi, Live main- 
tains its knack for combining gen- 
tle, stirring melodies of varying 
intensities with hard-ass rock. Ed 
Kowalczyk remains ever-melodra- 
matic, but any way ya cut it, he’s a 
fabulous vocalist. And Chad 
Taylor made some great new addi- 
tions to his style, reflecting how 
the band tried successfully to find 
new musical realms. 

Notable additions are strings, 


organ, and sitar. Unsheathed fea- 
tures the latter and is my favorite 
track. Drummer Chad Gracey 
comments on Unsheathed and 
Lakini’s Juice: “I always think of 
those two songs as paired, like 
brother and sister.” Indeed, 
Unsheathed has several excellent, 
weird guitar riffs. But it’s dreami- 
er, like a soothing sleep combined 
with a tumultuous nightmare. 
Other notables include the 
melodically sweet ooohs on 
Insomnia and the Hole in the 
Universe, Kowalczyk’s cartoon- 
like delivery of “labour, labour, 
labour, labour” and the loungey 
sound in Freaks and the uncapital- 
ized title of merica.

U2 Pop (PolyGram) 

Is it worth the hype? Like 
Prince’s recent Emancipation 
opus, nothing’s worth that much 
hype. It’s only music after all. But 
unlike Prince, U2 hasn’t disguised 
this as some special, once-in-a-life- 
time chance. 

Nope, Pop is just another land- 
mark U2 record. It’s a new direc- 
tion, to be sure; U2 has often been 
quasi-danceable, getting its stuff 
spun in clubs regularly, but this 
time around the band’s come up 
with serious dance-floor hits. 

But it’s a predictable move from 
the Irish foursome. They’ve dab- 
bled in dance beats for years, this 
time they just go a little further. 
And by no means have they aban- 
doned their fans — If God Will 
Send His Angels could have 
appeared on any U2 record in the 
last decade. 

I’m not complaining, though. 
This slickly-produced disc is defi- 
nitely worth some hype.

David Bowie EART HL I NG 
(Virgin) 

In the ’70s, David Bowie copied 
Lou Reed’s Velvet Underground 
and Iggy Pop’s Stooges and gave 
them an over-the-top twist. Now 
he’s making a new trend in under- 
ground music more accessible. 





EART HL I NG combines under- 
ground club grooves with Bowie's 
artsy, flamboyant style. And where 
his last release, Outside, was a 
largely ignored (though brilliant) 
album, EART HL I NG and first 
single Little Wonder are already 
receiving lots of attention. 

Rock's chameleon continues to 
change his image and sound on 
the fly. Dead Man Walking, The 
Last Thing You Should Do and 
Law (Earthlings On Fire) have 
heavy techno and house influ- 
ences and wouldn’t seem out of 
place at a rave, while Outside was 
largely a foray into the industrial 
world dominated by the likes of 
Nine Inch Nails. In fact EART HL I 
NG has more to do with today’s 
dance hall DJs than Trent Reznor. 

Fans will understand the experi- 
mentation, but don’t expect Ziggy 
Stardust or Space Oddities — 
Spiders from Mars it ain’t.

he back cover of this book tells us it 

features “the most comprehensive 
listings for every sector of the Canadian 
music industry ever published.” 

Does that mean it has everything 
you'd ever want to know about the 
Canadian musie industry? Well, it’s 
only got 552 pages of listings, so that 
should be some indication. If the list- 
ings are as sporadic for other commu- 
nities as they are for members of 
Edmonton's music scene, this book 
clearly only scratches the surface. 
Actually, not the surface, but rather a 
seemingly random few itches. 

Sure, there’s some obvious inclu- 
sions: Jazz City, Stony Plain Records, 
the Sidetrack Café, artists like Bill 
Bourne and recent South by 
Southwest festival invitee Cori 
Brewster, the Winspear Centre and a 
collection of musical ensembles, ser- 
vices and media at the University of 
Alberta. But there’s no mention of the 
Smalls, Mollys Reach, the Folk 
Festival or Tommy Banks. 

How about the less predictable 


inclusions: On Tour, a Spruce Grove- | 
based company specializing in travel / 
services and listing Jann Arden, Moist 
and The Tragically Hip as clients; 
Wilfred N and the Grown Men as one 
of very few Edmonton-based acts list 
ed in the “Artist Contacts” section; 
and the Royal Canadian Legion's Lest 
We Forget musica! tribute as one of 
few Edmonton listings in the 
“Schedule of Events” (Jazz City isn’t 
listed here; its only entry is under 
“Music on the Internet”).

here are some who live in the 

world loudly, walk heavily, pay 
no heed to the fluttering or slapping 
of their hands as they expound their 
theories.

Sleeping Beauty 
Th Royal Winnipeg 
Feb. 24 and 25 
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went to sleep Monday night with 

hope in my heart and inspiration 
in my soul. What prompted these 
lofty emotions? The Royal 
Winnipeg Ballet's world-class pre- 
sentation of Sleeping Beauty was a 
sumptuous display of all that is 
beautiful and excellent. 

Led by the exquisite Evelyn 
Hart as Princess Aurora, the 
company proved full-length bal- 
lets can be pulled off by regional 
ballet companies, with aplomb. 

The story of Princess Aurora is 
engaging. At her christening, she 
is put under a spell by the 
wicked fairie Carabosse. She’s 
saved by the Lilac Fairie who 
changes the curse of death on 
her sixteenth birthday, by prick- 
ing her finger, to a sleep of 100 
years instead. The spell can be 
broken by a prince’s loving kiss. 

This fairy tale, originally writ- 
ten by Jacob Grimm, must be 
told with honesty and true emo- 
tion. 

The ballet technique must be 
clean and show incredible 
strength and musicality; the 
tricks are unbelievably difficult 
but, without dance quality, they 
mean nothing. Evelyn Hart and 
her Prince Florimund, Zhang 
Wei-Quang, delivered these qual- 


ities in spades. 

Hart is of a calibre of prima | 
ballerina that equals any of the 
greats, past or present. From her 
tiny frame comes movement so 


precise and so centred that to | 
watch her perform is a revela-

His love 
for Princess Aurora is sincere 
and, when coupled with Hart's 
emotional portrayal, this cynical

The company looked strong, 
with a few real standouts. The 
Bluebird pas de deux in the last 
act, danced by Kaori Nakamura 
and Olivier Wevers, did not dis- 
appoint. But the portrayal of

hen someone I hardly know 

spills his or her most intimate 
secrets and fears after about five 
minutes of acquaintance, I'm usually 
both fascinated and uncomfortable 
at the same time. I left Leave It To 
Jane’s production of If We Are 
Women (directed by Tim Ryan) with 
a similar reaction. 

If We Are Women, which pre- 
miéred in 1993 in Massachusetts, 
is by Saskatchewan-born play- 
wright Joanna McClelland Glass. 
The play explores the relationship 
between four women — Jessica, 
her mother Ruth, Jessica’s mother- 
in-law Rachel and Jessica’s 18 
year-old daughter Polly. The 
events which precipitate the 
action of the play include the 
death of Jessica’s lover and Polly’s 
absence one night after a high 
school dance. Throughout the 
course of the play, as the charac- 
ters try to come to terms with 
their own struggles, we learn 
about the less-than-ideal histories 
of the women and how their expe- 
riences affect the way they view 
each other. 

From the outset of the play, the 
differences between Ruth (Anne 
Mansfield) and Rachel (Patricia 
Casey) are palpable and become 
the strongest thread holding the 
play together. Ruth is rural, illiter- 
ate and prone to employ “prairie 
metaphors” in her speech, where- 
as Rachel is urban, sophisticated 
and reserved. Ruth’s memories 
about the “joys” of reusable maxi- 
pads on the farm in Saskatchewan 
make Rachel gape with horror, but 
Rachel’s obsession with the hefty 
Sunday New York Times makes 
Ruth wonder how the paper boy 
manages to carry it. Both Mans- 
field and Casey are admirable in 
their roles; they perform their dif- 
ferences with vigor and assurance. 

The dialogue between all four

characters is interspersed with 
direct addresses to the audience, 
so each woman has “time alone” 
on stage, even though she may be 
physically surrounded by the oth- 
ers. These asides and monologues 
are frequently concerned with 
observations about the other char- 
acters or with personal stories 
from the past. Such moments of 
confession and gossip allow us to 
gain important insight into the 
motivations of the characters. 

But there are extended periods 
of extreme emotional pain, espe- 


cially where Jessica (Jennifer 
Spencer) and Polly (Jocelyn Ahlf) 
are concerned. The impassioned 
speeches and exhortations of both 
characters are exhausting to be- 
hold and the language Jessica and 
Polly use in these moments seems 
awkward and unlikely. Rachel's 
and Ruth’s groundedness is a wel- 
come antidote to Jessica’s high- 
flown intensity. At one point 
Rachel remarks, “Jessica is given 
to hyperbole.” 

Indeed. 

If We Are Women interweaves 
issues of gender, age, race, class 
and nationality to demonstrate 
their relatedness. Rachel’s experi- 
ence of being marginalized be- 
cause she is Jewish is contrasted 
with her granddaughter’s refusal 
to believe “misery is inevitable.” 
Polly’s dreams of domestic bliss 
with her new lover is tempered by 
Ruth’s axiom that the secret to a 
good marriage is having your own 
money in your own account.

i fe the East — the Far East — 
when they sentence a man to 
death, they put him somewhere he 
can’t ever escape . . . he never knows 
when an executioner is going to 
come up behind him and put a bullet 
in the back of his head.” — Mystery 
Man 

I hope my memory has served 
me well in quoting that line, 
because it comes as close as any to 
describing, for me, the close, para- 
noid feel of Lost Highway, David 
Lynch's latest big-screen mindben- 
der. 

Viewing this film, an unreal 
telling of two bizarre stories linked 
by mystery, I was distinctly 
reminded of a certain type of fever- 
dream: disturbing, malevolent 
imagery — in this case, drawn 
from the language of classic film 
noir — in a circular, unending 
story. And no matter how many 
times you half wake up, and half 
fall asleep again, you’re doomed to 
return to the same dream until the 
fever breaks. 

Hardly seems to be a recipe for a 
“good” movie experience, and it’s 
not. It’s a disturbing, uncertain and 
ultimately creepy movie experi- 
ence brought to you by a master of 
disturbing creepiness. Make no 
mistake: David Lynch is an artist 
and director of the first order and 
Lost Highway is a masterwork. It 
seems almost insulting to say that 
in lesser hands this film would be 
an unwatchable mess. But keep in 
mind that “lesser hands” are still 
directing to advance the plot. 
Lynch stepped beyond plot ages 
ago and now seems to be working 
solely to advance mood, leaving 

“plot” to be something best dis- 
cussed between the viewer and - 
Script. bo my word for it . 
works. tae 
Performance-wise, there’s com- 
petency ‘Rot brilliance, all

f Waiting for Godot were updated 

for the turn of the millennium, it 
would be Eric Bogosian’s name on 
the screenplay instead of Samuel 
Beckett’s; the story would be set at 
the side of a suburban convenience 
store on a- warm night, instead of by 





a tree in the countryside; and it 
would star a half dozen 20-year-olds 
instead of two older men. 

And the title would be changed 
to subUrbia. 

From the director who brought 
you Slackers and Dazed and 
Confused, Richard Linklater’s 
newest effort targets sub-urbane 
ennui better than any other film 
has to date. It’s about a night with 
suburban iconoclasts who would 
gladly smash the icons if they 
could drink and smoke and have 
gorilla sex at the same time . . . oh 
yeah, don’t forget the pizza and 
TV. 

“The thing about the suburbs is 
that, unlike anyplace else, even the 
inner city or farm or country, peo- 
ple develop cultures over a long 
period of time,” explained screen- 
writer Bogosian in a recent inter- 
view. 

“But the suburbs are very 
young. They haven't really devel- 
oped other than the culture of 
automobiles, malls and television. 

“You can’t live on fake culture

and so what happens is the human 
spirit creates it own. What’s evolv- 
ed, especially for people in their 
20s, are all these strange things.

In the film, this group of 20-year- 
olds meets at the regular spot to 
welcome an old pal who has 
become a rock star. The friend 
arrives in a stretch limo and the 
night begins. By morning, pivotal 
changes have occurred in every- 
one’s lives. 

SubUrbia is sublime in the 
understatement of its delivery. It 
isn’t glossy, nor is it low-budget 
gritty like Slackers. 

It’s clean like the floor of a fast 
food restaurant. No charm. No fla- 


vor. Just like the life it seeks to 
portray. And the irony of it all 
keeps you connected to the 
screen. 

Then the magic happens. The 
film ends; you leave the theatre; 
the story sticks with you. So does 
the pessimism and the dark opti- 
mism. 

Sound a little too grandiloquent? 
Not for Bogosian. 

“Ultimately, if you look at this in 
the grander scheme, it’s about the 
human spirit and the coming of 
age when the little voice in our 
head says, ‘Time to grow up.’ I'm 
definitely not on the side of the 
Tim character (Nicky Katt) who's 
saying, ‘let's just sit here and drink
